ALLIES AIDED 


“T cannot wait to obtain more 


R. ROBERT PATTERSON, 
United States Under-Secre- 
tary of War, yesterday said 
that only 377 Japanese prisoners 
have been taken by United States 
forces. He was publishing. these 
figures, he said, to illustrate the 
difficulty of defeating Japan. ‘‘ The 
Japanese defend themselves with 
fanatical zeal. That fanaticism is 
attested to by the small number of 
prisoners,” 

The Japanese Navy aid other 
fighting forces in the Pacific are 
only awaiting the time and place to 
come out and engage the Americans 
in battle, said Colonel Knox, United 
States Navy Secretary. ‘It is 
foolish to assert that they are afraid 
of us,” he added. 

He disciosed that the United 
States Navy is experimenting with 
a rocket-driven fighter ‘plane. 
Admiral * William fF. Halsey, 
United States Naval Commander, 
Southern Pacific, will shortly make 
a brief visit to Washington to confer 
with Colonel Knox. “No change was 
contemplated in Admiral Hals2y’s 
command, Colone] Knox said, mak- 
ing the announcement.

A Swiss official report stated last 
night that Anglo-American ’planes 
again crossed Swiss territory yester- 
day morning. According to the 
report — which is quoted by the 
German News Agency — several 
‘planes were sighted at 10 o'clock 
over the Engadine, Three hours 
later one. four-engined American 
bomber entered Swiss territory near 
‘Rheinfelden (east of Basle). After 
crossing Central Switzerland, the 
machine circled over Berne, and, 
when pursued by Swiss ’planes, it. 
“turned to the airfield of Duben- 
dorf, near Zurich; where it landed 
when called upon to do so by the 
Swiss.”’
